(f ) all rates, taxes, cesses, fees , 
rents , fares and other charges which 
immediately before such repeal were 
being lawfully levied by the Territorial 
Council shall continue to be levied at 
the same rate at which they were being 
levied by the Council immediately before 
such repeal until provision to the con 
trary is made by law ; 

( g ) all rates , taxes , cesses , fees , 
rents , fares and other charges due to the 
Territorial Council immediately before 
such repeal shall be deemed to be due to 
the Union in connection with the admi 
nistration of the Union territory ; 

( h ) all suits , prosecutions and other 
legal proceedings instituted or which 
might have been instituted by or against 
the Territorial Council may be continued 
or instituted by or against the Govern 
ment of India .
